MORE BATTLESHIPS 


Were Demand^ By Representalivr 


Weeks Yesterday 


Buxton, who haa returned 


from a tour of several months in th"'. 
Persian gulf and in the Yemen, visited 
Sana, which was recently besieged by 
the rebel Arabs, says the London Tele- 
graph. 
He states that he found Sana 


to be practically depopulated, havin;: 
been reduced from a population of 70,00fl 
to something like 20,000, as a result of 
the famine during the Arab siege. Th^e 
Jaws suffered terribly during this pe- 
riod, and almost the whole town is de- 
serted. Sana, which, so far as he knows, 
has only been visited by a few English- 
men, 
has magnificent'and large build- 


ings, covered with decorations, and the 
town is surrounded by mud walls. On 
his way to the capital Mr. Buxton found, 
villages had been destroyed 
by 
the 


Turkish artillery, and that a.great por- 
tion of the route to Sana was entirely 
depopulated. Large numbers of skele- 
tons and,skulls marked the route. 


The siege of Sana was attended by 


terrible suffering and starvation, and 
cannibalism occurred both among lh<> 
Arabs and the Turks. The people wero 
reduced to terrible straits,

More than ten years ago, says the 


New York Sun, Carl Beere. a florist 
of Bangor, went into the business of 
rearing earth worms for the purpose 
of sbiling them to the local fishermen, 
as well as for shipment to Boston. 
He imported a breed of dark purple 
worms from Belgium, . which 
were 


prolific' bteeders, though coarse and 
strong favored, and later he secured 
a, box of giant angleworms from In- 
dia. 
In the course of a few years 


he was able to supply live worms by 
the millions to his customers. 


Those shipped to Boston were so]d 


in job lots for 75 cents a.pound. To 
the home customers he sold worms 
of average size for ten cents a dozen. 
Though his \ greenhouse was a small 
one,' and tho\igh his trade in flowers 
was never extensive, he made money 
rapidly from the sale of worms, until 
last year, when he retired and went 
to his old home in Sweden a wealthy 
man, 


Sidney Cook, of Presque Isle, the 


inventor of several diving appliances 
used by men who work in deep wa- 
ters, was the next man to attract at- 
tention as a public /benefactor in the 
bait line. 
Mr. Cook says his inven- 


tion was made possible through hav- 
ing watched the Indians of Canada 
when they sought worms for bait. 


"All 
earth worms come to the sur- 


face at night," said he, "and feed on 
the grasses and rotting leaves near 
the entrance to their burrows. While 
Ue worms were busy eating, the In- 
dians of Canada had a habit'of drag- 
ging a blanket, with its under side 
smeared with bird lime along the sur- 
face of the land, thus picking up the 
fat worms, together with s'tlcks a,nd 
lumps of earth and small pebbles. 


"After dredging the land for a time 


the Indians carried the blanket to the 
camp, picked off the worms and added 
another coating of bird lime. Though 
f have been praised very much for my 
invcuton, it is not mine by rights,-as 
I gained the idea from Indians.
